I have before me a yellow sheet 
recently lett at my door by a 
member of the Albany Citizens 
committee for Mayor Zahn. Like 
a scratchy old record it grinds 
out the glories of Mrs. Zahn and 
belittles as “villians” the mem- 
bers of the previous council, 


It piously relates how Mrs. 
Zahn “saved the city” from: 1. — 
the “plush plans” for the new 
city buildings; and 2. — from a 
method of financing known as 
“lease purchase”, 


What a laugh! Those “plush 
plans” were Mrs, Zahn’s own cre- 
ation. As a committee of one, she 
received $200.00 of city money as 
her expenses for obtaining the 
plans. Then she turned right 
arund and opposed them. 


Lease Purchase is a common 
method of financing widely used 
throughout the nation. Initial 
steps were taken to investigate 
its feasibility and cost for financ- 
ing Albany's city buildings, but 
at no time was the city ever ob- 
ligated to follow this method. But 
Mrs. Zahn couldn’t understand 
this. Ever since she has been on 
the council Mrs. Zahn has dem- 
onstrated her complete inability 
to comprehend city financing. 


When she first came on the 
council, ten years ago, she bitter- 
ly opposed a' bond issue which 
would have built the city hall, fire 
and police stations and the library 
for $200,000. Now it will cost the 
city three times that much. We
